The Gaelic League. 


The Gaelic League is moribund. and its 
kate has a lesson for the Irish people. 
Founded thirty-one years ago, in order to 
revive the Irish language and to promote 
the study of Gaelic literature, the League 
made a generous appeal to patriotic Irish- 
men of all parties and creeds. It received 
support from Roman Catholic and Pro- 


testant, Unionist and Nationalist, alike ; 


and for some years it made good progress 
under the guidance of its founder and first 


President, Dr. Douglas Hyde. Then that 
curse of our perfervidum ingenium— 


politics—assailed the League. Some of its 
members began to claim that adherence to 
what Professor Magennis calls the 
national position was the true test of 
Gaelic orthodoxy. Matters went from bad 
to worse, and an Irish novelist was driven 
out of the League because certain persons 
disliked his political views. At last; in 
1915, Dr. Hyde, who had clung loyally to 
t League's original programme and had 
adorned its Jabours with his learning, 
found himself ‘obliged to resign the Presi- 
dency. Thereafter the League became a 
purely political organisation, identified 
altogether with the campaign against 
British rule in Ireland. During the last 
two years its control has fallen into the 
hands of the extreme Republicans, and its 
official organ has been used frankly for 
purposes of propaganda against the Free 
State Government. In the meanwhile, 
despite that Government’s Procrustean 
efforts to revive the language in the 
schools, the cause languishes and the area 
of the Gacdhealtacht is dwindling into 
nothingness. 

Now the disgrace and folly of this 
situation have produced at least a 
momentary closing of the ranks. Yester- 
day Free Staters and Republicans came 
together in a desperate attempt to resusci- 
tate the League; Mr. John MacNeill, 
Mr. Mulcahy, Mr. Speaker Hayes and 
Mr. de Valera found themselves on the 
same platform. After a healthy and 
candid interchange of views the conference 
agreed that the League ought to be 


reorganised on a non-political basis, and it 
is expected that a plan for submission to 


the League’s High Council will be found 
before St. Patrick's Day. No doubt, 


politica] wiseacres will spy mischief in the 


new rapprochement; but we are not at all 
afraid of it, and, though we are forced 
to be sceptical about its permanence, we 
hope that our scepticism will be disproved 
by the event. If politicians of both 


parties can, and will, resolve honestly to 


make the Gaelic League an organisation 
which every friend of the Irish language 
and literature may support with an easy 


conscience, they wills have done something 


for the nation’s unity and peace. The 


attempt is foredoomed to failure, however,’ 


unless they accept two conditions as 


essential.

The report contains some interesting 
examples of the way in which the State 
can be defrauded in the absence of a rigid 
system of financial check and control. In 
the department of Home Affairs one officer 
was authorised to buy a motor car and 
was supplied with the sum of £200 for 
this purpose. The officer in question 
already possessed a motor car, apparently 
of doubtful quality, and ‘he solved the 
problem neatly by selling himself his own 
car at a price which was higher than its 
original cost. The Ministry seven months 
afterwards disposed of this particular 
motor car for £90. During the civil war 
period many claims for travelling and sub- 
sistence allowances were filed without any 
vouchers authorising their expenditure, 
and it seems that a great many small debts 
were contracted without the sanction of the 
Ministry for Finance. In some cases 
personal items were charged on public 
funds; stores which were taken over by 
the Civic Guard from the Royal Irish 
Constabulary were reported as missing 
or “ unvouched for,” and a certain number 
of motor cars seems to have disappeared in 
a mysterious manner. One of the really 
serious instances of irregular procedure 
was the treatment of Government funds 
by local authorities. Some £274,000 was 
granted to county councils for relief work 
on approved road schemes. Of this sum, it 
appears that between £25,000 and £26,000 
remained unspent on March 3lst, 1023, 
and, instead of returning the money to the 
National Exchequer, the local boards 
actually used it for their own purposes. 
The report states that the misuse of public 
funds was due to the fact that the local 
authorities had not been informed thav 
balances must be sent back to the 
Treasury. It is an unsatisfactory explana- 
tion. 

The Free State Government has 
achieved a degree of national stability 


which few people would have believed to be | 


possible two years ago, and there is every 
reason to hope that the country has turned 
its back finally on conditions which 
brought it into world-wide disrepute. It 
is essential now that our national finances 
shall be placed on a footing of absolute 
efficiency, and to that end nothing is more 
important than a well-organised system of 
disinterested control. The Dail Com- 
mittee is doing excellent work in 
this connection, and we hope sincerely that 
its recommendations will receive very care- 
ful study from Mr. Blythe. There is no 
doubt that in the past departmental chiefs 
have been inclined to over-estimate their 
financial requirements—probably in the 
desire to avoid a deficit at the end of the 
year—and in this way the task of the 
Finance Minister in preparing his annual 
Budget has been complicated unneces- 
sarily. Now that a proper system of audit 
has been established, this bad habit ought, 
to be-dropped. Estimates should be pruned 
and re-pruned to an irreducible minimum. 
Every farthing should be scrutinised with 
the utmost care with a view to the enforce- 
ment of essential economies, and the 
authorities must treat the slightest 
irregularity as a matter of the gravest 
national concern. Only in this way can a 
healthy economy be attained, and nothing 
is more damaging to the popularity and 
prestige of a Government than slip-shod 
methods of public accountancy. The 
Comptroller and Accountant-General de- 
serves the highest credit for the work 
which he has done in such a comparatively 
brief space of time, but his efforts will be 
of little value unless he has the whole- 
hearted co-operation of every public official 
in the Free State.

ATTACK ON THE ATOM. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH THE 


X-RAY. 


Professor R. Whiddington, Professor of 
Physics at Leeds University, has achieved 
some remarkably interesting results by apply- 
ing X-rays to the electrons of the atom. 

Sic atom may becom ed to the solar 

tem. The nucleus of the atom takes the 
— of the sun in this system, and the elec- 
trons revolve round it. This system of law 
and order in the 3 * the atom is 
as perfect as it is in the stellar ‘universe. 

experiments in Sir Ernest Rutherford’s 
laboratory at Cambridge have been mainly 
— ef with the bombardment of the 
nucleus of the atom by Alpha particles. Pro- 
fessor Whiddington’s preoccupation has been 
with the electrons that circulate around the 
nucleus. He found that under the action of 
the X-rays certain electrons have shot out of 
the outer level. This ejection of the elec- 
trons from the various orbits in Which they 
are circulating, by the action of the X-rays, is 
a fascinating ievement. By the aid of 
photographs it is possible to determine the 
actual itions of the electrons within .the 
atom. It should be added that the places of 
the ejected electrons are filled by others. 

Professor Whiddington denies the state- 
ments attributed to him that, as a result of his 
secret researches, he had broken down the 
atom by separating the nucleus from the elec- 
trons 


“In common with many other physicists,” 
he said, “I am trying to find out how the 
electrons are arranged and the constitution of 
the nucleus. I am just a worker in a small 
corner of this great field. Our common object 
is to determine the exact constitution of the 


atom, so that we can know ulimately what | 


matter is made ol.

true nature of the system. The characteristic 
feature of the Mussolini electoral law—and 
that which clearly stamps its authorship—is 


the provision that the party polling most votes 


throughout the country receives, even if it is 
a minority party (but provided that its total 
exceeds one-quarter of all the votes polled), a 
round two-thirds of the seats. It is obvious 
that such a system is a travesty of the idea of 
representation. 
Another noteworthy feature of the system is 
that electors of the successful party have no 
er of selection among their candidates. 
Each list may put forw candidates for not 
more t two-thirds of the seats to be filled, 
and the candidates nominated by the largest 
party are, therefore, elected without any ex- 
ceptions. Inclusion on the successful list is 
equivalent to election. One heard, therefore, 
without much surprise, that the final selection 
of candidates for the Fascist lists was per- 
sonally supervised by Mussolini himself. The 
elector had become merely a voting cypher.

The Test Match. 


Keen disappointment was experienced 
in London this morning when it became 
known that the Test match had ended in 
a victory for Australia just at the moment 
when it seemed that a British win was 
possible. The news was quickly spread, 
and became generally known before the 
evening papers made an early appear- 
ance. The extraordinary rapidity with 
which the scores in the match have been 
sent over the cables is such that the total 
at which a wicket falls is frequently 
known to the newspapers in England 
sooner than in the cities of Australia. 
To-day the last four wickets fell, and the 
telegram giving the score at the fall of 
Sutcliffe’s took thirteen minutes, Douglas's 
wicket occupied eight minutes, Gilligan's 
eleven, and Tate's, with the result. 
another eleven minutes. 


Political Campaigns. 


All the politica! parties are preparing 
to carry on unusually extensive campaigns 
in the country in the near future. So 
far as present arrangements are con- 
cerned, it appears that the Liberals intend 
to concentrate upon London and other 
populous areas, while the Socialists, 
realising their weakness in county con- 
stituencies, are preparing to devote 

ecial attention to rural districts. The 
Conservatives should have little difficulty 
in covering the whole of the country, 
owing to the remarkable revival which 
has taken place in several of their 
organisations, which had become less 
active than in former years. . Since the

Wireless Detectives. 


Wireless telegraphy, as shown by ex- 
periments at Scotland Yard, will play a 
very prominent part in the prevention and 
detection of crime in the near future not 
only in the area controlled by the Metro- 
politan Police, but throughout the entire 
country. Seven covered vans, fitted with 
receivi-g and transmitting apparatus, are 
now in use by the officers of the Criminal 
Investigation Department, and the seventh 
and latest is the finest of all. There is 
a ship's telegraph inside, so that the 
officer in command can signal instructions 
to the driver. Every van has a 200-watt 
wireless set, capable of transmitting a 
telephone message over a radius of thirty 
miles and a telegraph message over a 
radius of two hundred miles, even when 
tho car is travelling at forty miles an 
hour. All messages are sent in code, so 
that interception by a criminal would be 
useless. In time all detectives engaged 
on important investigations will carry a 
wireless set in a small case, which they 
will be able to use either in conjunction 
with the wireless vans or some other re- 
ceiving station. Further developments in 
this connection are under consideration 


The Patent Office. 


One outstanding feature of the work at 
the Patent Office last year was the 
enormous number of applications irom 
inventors of new devices for use in con- 
nection with wireless telegraphy. 
Some three hundred examiners of appli- 
cations have been kept so busy dealing 
with these inventions that any peridd 
from six to fifteen months may elapse 
before a patent can be given. It is not 
the fault of the examiners that the delay 
is so considerable; for they are all com- 

nt men, but overwhelmed with work. 

t is related that one of the applications 
at the Patent Office last year was from 
a man who claimed that he had discovered 
the secret of perpetual motion. The 
examiner objected that this was contrary 
to the law of conservation of energy, and 
the Controller refused to grant a patent. 
This decision was over-ruled by the 
Solicitor-General, to whom an appeal was 
made, on the ground that it is now 
dangerous to say that anything is im- 

ible. 


Roof-top Golf. 


Semething quite novel in the way of 
putting courses is to be constructed in 
the centre of London: for on the top of 
a great building of eight floors, with a 
flat roof, erected at the City end of 
London Bridge, a course with eighteen 
holes is to be made. The difficulties in 
construction are considerable, but they 
are being overcome. A crane and bucket 
arrangement carries the soil and the turf 
to the top of the building, the former 
including three hundred and. fifty tons 
of specially prepared earth and the latter 
six thousand fine sods from Lancashire. 
The course is to be ready for play early 
in the spring, and in addition to being 
of an undulating and sporting character 
it has the most wonderful views of London 
all round. 


Desert Routes. 


The unfortunate breakdown of the 
Citroen enterprise in opening up the 
Sahara between Morocco and the Niger, 
doubtless, will turn the attention of 
travellers to that trans-desert route from 
Palestine and Syria to Iraq. The condi- 
tions between the African and the Asiatic 
routes are very different; for the safety, 
at any rate, of the British route is com- 
pletely assured. This route runs between 
Haifa and Bagdad. Not only are the 
Bedouin amiably disposed towards the 
British. but the desert Sheikhs are paid 
a subsidy to keep the route free from 
marauders. On the upper route through

Having pointed out the dangers of depart- 
mental over-estimating of expenditure, the 
Committee goes on to impress upon the 
accounting officers the serious personal re- 
sponsibilities attaching to their office, It 
states, however, that, in spite of inexperience 
and heavy pressure of business at the begin- 
ning, the Comptroller-General and the Audi- 
tor-General reported that the staffs rapidly 
accommodated themselves to the new state of 
things, and that the accounts’ branches of the 
various departments attained a high standard 
of accuracy and efficiency. 

Many items in particular accounts are dealt 
with in the report. None of the cases investi- 
gated could be described as of major imnort- 
ance. There is raised the question of whether 
an officer of the Civic Guard, who wishes to 
get a particular type of motor car. can con- 
tribute the difference between the price 
and that allowed by the authorities. 
On this the Committee sav that in future 
a less expensive type of motor car should be 
supplied. The price of the car in the parti- 
cular case investigated was £1,114. 

The change over of the stores of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary and the methods of check- 
ing adopted are dealt with at some length, 
but that, of course, is something that will not 
happen again.

NEW TRADE DEVELOPMENT. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

An Irish Chamber of Commerce will shortly 
be opened in Paris, the first general as- 
sembly being held on January 12th, when the 
President ond officers for the coming term 
will be elected. 

The Chamber was organised on the initia- 
tive of Mr. Vaughan Dempsey, the Azent-

2. Rural District Councils and Guardians 
in Urban Districts to the 24th March, 


1925. 
In order to avoid misapprehension, it is to be 
understood, says a document issued by the 
Publicity De ent, that if the Local Go- 
vernment Bill, now before the Oireachtas, is 
passed no elections of Rural District Coun- 
cils or Guardians in Urban Districts will take 
place, except in Dublin County. 

The dates may, however, be subject to 
variation, consequential on the date on which 
a final decision is taken by the Oireachtas 
on the Local Government Bill. 

Where a local authority has been lissolved, 
and its powers and duties transferred to a 
Commissioner, the Order will not apply. An 
election to such a local authority wi! only 
take place where the Minister so directs.

NO TRANSATLANTIC

THE PREFERENCE SYSTEM 


ABOLISHED. 
NEW YORK (By Mail). 

The leading Transatlantic passenger lines 
have abolished the preference system, where 
by socially or professionally prominent people 
have been able to cross the ocean in first- 
class accommodation upon payment oí 
steerage rates of fare. 

The action was taken by the Transatlantic 
Passenger Conference, representing the United 
States Line, the United American, North 
German-Lloyd, Cunard, White Star, and 
French Lines. 

Officials said that preference passengers 
had come to comprise upwards of 50 per cent. 
of all first-class traffic; that abolition of 
preferences would save the steamship operators 
hundreds of thousands of dollars every year; 
and that sctors and society folk, who almost 
invariably travelled preference because of 
their publicity value to the lines, would. be 
hardest hit by the new régime. 

It has come to pass that a ship with first 
class from 100 to 125 ‘of this number on 
carried from 100 to 125 of this number on 
third class fares, explained an official. ‘‘The 
new order means that everyone will pay for 
the accommodation he or she gets, and there 
will be no favourites.“ —(Reuter.)

Politics should be avoided, ane 
certainty the President of the League —_ 
not take part in politics. It should 0 
enough for him to attend to the care o! the 
language, and that would give him enough 
to do. If the League were conducted on non- 
political lines it would receive the support of
